New City Hall awaits approval of grant

A new Lompoc City Hall — the first in 
the city’s history — still is waiting in the 
wings for final approval of a $1.36 million 
federal Public Works grant targeted for 
the project. 
Congressman Robert Lagomarsino 
first announced the city would receive 
the grant June 8. This was the second 
year in a row Lompoc had applied for the 
money after being turned down last year. 
However, City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers recently said Lompoc still is 
waiting for final okay of the grant which 
must come from the regional Economic 
Development Administration office in 


Seattle, Wash. This last hurdle is largely 
accepted to be perfunctory. 
“ We don’t see any reason why we 
would be turned down,” Wahlers said. 
“ At this point, we feel it is down to a 
routine approval. We expect final word 
from 
EDA could come at any time. 
Seattle indicated it would be likely by 
August 1, and could have been as early 
has July 15.” 
And, the city is not wasting any time 
getting started. 
Wahlers said Lompoc 
already has an architect drawing plans 
for a new City Hall. San Francisco based 
architect Bob Wong has been designing a 
structure since last fall, Wahlers said, 
because the city originally hoped to land 


the grant last year. 
Wahlers said the city anticipates going 
to bid with the project by this October. 
He estimated the total cost of the com­ 
plex would run roughly around $2 
million. 
The difference between the 
final pricetag and the federal grant, 
Wahlers said, would come from existing 
city funds. 
Void of any unpleasant surprises and 
if construction gets under way this 
November, Wahlers predicted the city 
could “ probably be in the building by late 
1978.” 
The tentative site for the city structure 
is a section of Floresta Park across the 
street from the police station. Besides 


being near the Police Department, the 
site is adjacent to the fire station, county 
offices, the Parks and Recreation 
Department and the projected location 
for the just-funded Santa Barbara 
County Muncipal Courthouse. 
Wahlers said the city is working with 
the county to establish a Civic Center 
and that the city will attempt to coor­ 
dinate overall parking, walkway and 
other needs with the county. 
The new municipal building is ex­ 
pected to be about 20,000 square feet, ac­ 
cording to Wahlers, and would relieve 
city employes from a severe space 
crunch. This is about 70 per cent larger 
than the present building which is ap-

proximately 1,200 square feet. 
“ Basically,” claimed the city ad­ 
ministrator, “ it has become increasingly 
difficult to work in this building because 
of a lack of space. It has been impossible 
to group people and activities ef­ 
ficie n tly.” 
Other sources cited 
secretaries and other city employes who 
have worked in the halls without offices 
in City Hall for years. 


The building itself could easily hide in 
a district scheduled for urban renewal. 
After walking in the front door, 
patchwork linoleum indicates parts of 
the floor recently may have been 
refabricated. 
Last year, the building 
was threatened by termites. 


If Lompoc finally does get a new City 
Hall, it will culminate an elusive dream 
for many long-time city workers. 
As 
long as 10 years ago, City Councilman 
Gene Stevens said he served on a Civic 
Building Committee which met only 
frustration in its attempts to fund a new 
municipal complex for Lompoc. 


Working in a building designed for the 
city’s many activities also promises to 
be a relief. The present City Hall is a 
former military USO building left over 
from the 1940s. Before that, the city con­ 
ducted its business on the second floor of 
what is now the Lompoc Theater. 


If and when the city does move its 
operations into a new building, Wahlers 
said the old building probably would be 
converted into a multiple-use recreation 
center if it is sound enough. 


“ This would be the best potential use 
for the building,” said the city ad­ 
ministrator. 
Although no structural studies have 
been done, Wahlers said he doubted there 
would be any major problems with the 
building. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Increases in 
government purchases and residential 
housing construction spurred a “ strong 
and well-balanced” 6.4 per cent annual 
growth rate in the economy during the 
second quarter, according to the Com­ 
merce Department. 
“ Economic growth in the second 
quarter was strong and well-balanced,” 
the department’s chief economist, Cour­ 
tenay Slater, said Thursday. 
A separate report from the Labor 
Department said prices consumers pay 
at the grocery store and other retail out­ 
lets rose a “ moderate” 0.6 per cent, 
matching the lowest increases of the 
year in May and March. 
Taken together, the reports confirmed 
adm inistration projections that 
economic growth was healthy during the 
first half of the year. Inflation — as 
measured by the Consumer Price Index 
— has slowed somewhat after increasing 
at a 10 per cent annual rate during the 
first three months of 1977. 


“ Unlike the first quarter, when the 
GNP rise was heavily concentrated in 
motor vehicle purchases and business 
inventories, second quarter growth was 
spread among almost all major GNP 
components.” 
The department said the GNP stood at 
$1.33 trillion, compared to $1.31 trillion 
in the first quarter. 
Residential 
construction showed a 
particularly strong increase in the se­ 
cond quarter and government purchases 
showed “ significant gains” for the first 
time since mid-1975, Mrs. Slater said. 
The consumer price measurement 
made by the Labor Department “ looks 
very much as if the trend toward 
moderation in consumer prices that we 
expected has begun,” she said. 
The CPI measures average changes in 
prices of goods and services for an urban 
family It stood at 181.8 in June from the 
1967 base of 100 — meaning consumers 
needed $181.80 to buy goods worth $100 a 
decade ago. 
Prenatal clinic 
slated in Lompoc

Although Lompoc women on MediCal 
will still have to leave town to give birth, 
prenatal and postnatal care will soon be 
available at a local clinic, County Super­ 
visor Robert Hedlund has announced 


The establishment of this clinic results 
largely from concerns raised by the 
Lompoc Hospital District about the lack 
of local obstetrical services available to 
MediCal recipients. 


The county will conduct a weekly 
pregnancy clinic in the health depart­ 
ment of the Veterans Memorial 
Building, Hedlund said. There MediCal 
patients can receive monthly checkups 
previously available only as close as 
Santa Marta 


The clinic, starting August 16 from 
1:30 to 3 p.m should draw about 10 to 20 
patients a week, according to its direc­ 
tor, Dr Charles Schultze. Besides local 
residents, women from Buellton, 
Solvang and Santa Ynez will probably at­ 
tend the Lompoc clinic rather than 
travel to Santa Maria, he said. 


County nurse practitioners would con­ 
duct all routine OB examinations, 
Schultze said They would also run an 
“ intake,” or registration clinic on Thurs­ 
days from 9 to 11 a.m. starting August 11. 
Dr. Schultze said he would examine all 
patients on their first visits and treat 
women with complicated pregnancies. 
He would, however, deliver no babies. 
Women in labor would go to a Santa 
Maria hospital, where doctors con­ 
tracted by the county would accept 
them 
Lompoc doctors — as have many 
others throughout the state — stopped 
accepting pregnant MediCal patients as 
obstetrical costs rose to exceed govern­ 


ment payment for OB care. 
Since last year, the county has been 
supplementing MediCal payment to four 
Santa Maria doctors who agreed to treat 
the pregnant women in county-run 
hospital space 


Recently, the Lompoc Hospital 
District protested that about 25-30 Lom­ 
poc women had to travel frequent long 
distances for prenatal care and delivery. 
In addition, local deliveries would help 
the Lompoc hospital financially, ad­ 
ministration stated 


Hospital officials asked the county to 
offer the same contract to Lompoc doc­ 
tors as to those in Santa Maria. County 
Health Director Dr. Lawrence Hart did 
so But, according to local doctors, Hart 
aroused their strong fear of the contract 
with a “ rumor” that it was illegal. See­ 
ing it as a bad gamble, the doctors 
rejected the contract. 


Hart has said he hopes the county can 
hire its own obstetricians and not have to 
renew the six-month reimbursement 
contracts with even those doctors in 
Santa Maria 


According to another county health of­ 
ficial, the county was, in fact, reluctant 
to enter more such contracts with the 
Lompoc doctors. 


“ It’s costing too much money (about 
$150 per woman) for the patient care 
we re getting,” the official said about 
the arrangement in Santa Maria. One of 
four doctors there usually sees about 60 
to 70 women in a weekly morning clinic, 
sometimes up to 90 a day. 


Hart said the health department was 
attempting to set up enough clinics 
throughout the county so as to reduce 
patient load — to improve the care — by 
about one-third.

Water and sewer services are present­ 
ly provided by one corporation under the 
separate company names, Mission Hills 
Water Co., Lompoc Utility Services, 
Mission Hills Utility Co. 
The committee has six months to 
gather the signatures of at least 10 per 
cent of the registered voters in the area, 
to meet the requirements of law. 
Holmes said the creation of a service 
district would give the residents a voice 
in the management and operation of the

Holmes said his committee had not 
consulted with company officials about 
the district formation effort. 
The Local Agency Formation Commis­ 
sion would have to approve the district, 
but after that it would be relatively sim­ 
ple to take over the utility services, it 
was disclosed today by Robert Perkins, 
secretary of LAFCO. 
Tanker catches fire, seeps 
oil into Mississippi River 


CHALMETTE, La. (U P I) - A 679-foot 
Greek tanker fully loaded with more 
than 13 million gallons of crude oil 
caught fire today in the Mississippi 
River and hot oil began seeping into the 
water from air vents. 
Coast Guard officials expressed fears 
the entire cargo could be lost through 
leakage or an explosion. 
“ There has been one explosion in the 
engine room and a bulkhead has 
buckled,” said Bob Baeten at Coast 
Guard Search and Rescue Headquarters 
in New Orleans. “ Some of the oil has 
started to leak because it’s getting 
heated and coming out of the vents on the 
deck.” 
Baeten said oil cleanup crews from as 
far away as Bay St. Louis, Miss., were 
being called in to help in case the ship 
spilled all 13 3 million gallons of its cargo 
into the river 
“ We think we may lose the cargo 
either through an explosion or through 
leakage,” Baeten said. 


A Coast Guard firefighter and a 
crewman suffered minor injuries, but 34 
other crewmen abandoned ship and 


either swam to shore or were pulled 
from the river by tugboats. 
“ The captain of the ship remained on 
board,” said Baeten. “ He is trying to 
help bring things under control. But she 
might go.”

Council 
supports 
project

About the only snag holding up a new 
Lompoc City Hall appears to be final ap­ 
proval of the Public Works grant. 
In separate intervisws, all five City 
Councilmembers voiced strong support 
for the project, the proposed site and the 
plans for the present City Hall. 
“ I have been wanting (a new City 
Hall) for years,” exclaimed Mayor 
Charlotte Benton. “ We are the only city 
in the whole county where the executive 
secretary sits in the hall. 
“ All of our employes deserve (a new 
City Hall) and the public deserves it too. 
The city has been working for years in a 
rabbit warren,” Benton said. 
Councilmembers also agreed the new 
building merited a large expenditure of 
city revenues to supplement the $1.36 
million federal grant. 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers es­ 
timated the total project would cost 
about $2 million. Minus the grant, the 
city would have to come up with $640,000, 
give or take. 
Lompoc now has over $200,000 stored 
in a Civic Building reserve targeted for a 
new municipal complex. Also, council­ 
members pointed out that the remaining 
costs could be spread out over a number 
of years. 
“ It is a major expenditure,” said 
former mayor and councilman Gene 
Stevens, “ but it is also a major need.” 
“ If that building is going to cost $2 
million now,” said councilman Joe 
Valencia, “ in three years, it will cost $5 
million. We don’t need a Taj Mahal, but 
we do need some more room.” 
There have been rumblings to level the 
present City Hall to create additional 
downtown parking, but all council­ 
members leaned heavily toward restor­ 
ing the structure into a recreation 
center. 
“ We need it too badly for recreation,” 
said Benton. “ It is just too valuable a 
piece of property to be turned over for 
parking.” 
“ I think the building is still useful and 
could adapt to house a number of youth 
croups or charitable groups,” said 
Elinor Lefkowitc. “ but certainly not 
leveling it for a parking lot.” 
“ It better be a recreation center,” 
councilman Charles Ward said. “ I think 
this was part of the justification for mov­ 
ing the new building to Floresta Park, 
that we would reciprocate by converting 
the old building into a rec center.” 
There is also general but not 
overwhelming agreement on the 
Floresta Park location for the new city 
home. 
" I ’m lukewarm about (the site,” 
Valencia said, “ because finally that park 
was starting to look nice. But there real­ 
ly wasn’t any other property. Anyhow, 
the loss of the park is offset by the three 
new parks (College, River and Beattie 
Parks) which have come into being in 
the last three months or so.” 
" I like where it is,” said Ward, "it ’s 
unfortunate a piece of Floresta Park will 
be lost...” 
“ I definitely feel the City Hall should 
be in the general downtown area,” said 
Stevens, “ and this location opens up the 
possibility of a public service area with 
its proximity to the other services 
there ” 


Committee to 
ask Bert Lance 
about finances 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A Senate 
committee decided today to ask Budget 
Director Bert Lance to submit to further 
questioning about his personal financial 
activities in light of what some members 
described as “ serious charges” against 
him. 


The Governmental Affairs panel said 
it would ask Lance to appear Monday 
and it put off a decision on whether to 
grant his request to be released from a 
promise to sell a huge block of stock in 
the National Bank of Georgia by the end 
of the year. 


Committee 
Chairman Abraham 
Ribicoff, D-Conn ., and others on the pan­ 
el said they saw no other alternative 
after it was reported this morning that 
the National Bank of Georgia had 
deposited $200,000 in a non-interest- 
bearing account in the First National 
Bank of Chicago a month before Lance 
got a $3.4 million personal loan from the 
Chicago bank to finance his stock 
holdings. Lance was then chief executive 
officer of the National Bank of Georgia. 


Lance promised during his confirma­ 
tion hearings last January to sell his 
190,000-plus shares of stock in the 
Atlanta bank by the end of the year, but 
went before the committee a week ago 
seeking to be released from that pledge 
because the value of the stock had plum­ 
meted and he stood to loose more than $1 
million if held to his promise. Most 
members indicated then that they would 
grant his request

CINCINNATI (UPI) - The

charge that the grocery store

The ad campaign, used only 
in the states of Texas and Ten­ 
nessee and the cities of Atlanta, 
G a., Lim a, Ohio, and Ft. 
Wayne, Ind., consists of weekly 
advertisem en ts 
com paring 
prices of 150 Kroger products 
with competitors’ prices. 
The FTC complaint charged: 
—Kroger failed to say that 
m eat, produce and house 
brands weren't included in the 
study. 
—Kroger’s survey techniques 
aren’t sound and the results do 
not prove that Kroger’s items 
are priced lower than else­ 
where. 
—Kroger couldn’t legitimate­ 
ly claim that shopping at its 
stores would result in overall 
lower expenditures. 
Under a proposed order, the 
FTC wants Kroger to say in its 
ads, for a period of one year, 
that its “ Price Patrol” results 
were unfair and did not prove 
sh o p p e rs sa v e m oney at 
Kroger. 
“ We disagree strongly with 
the F T C ’ s com plain t and 
proposed order which was is­ 
sued after a 3-2 vote of the com­ 
m issioners,” replied a Kroger 
spokesman Thursday. “ These 
allegations will be acted upon 
after hearings, in which we will 
present our side of the story.

Quinn said loss of the natural 
gas pipeline to the project 
“ ignores common sense At a 
tim e when we need m ore 
natural gas, it would seem 
dangerous to give up part of our 
gas delivery system .” 
The state official noted the 
Southern California Gas Co. has 
warned California must in­ 
crease gas supplies to avoid 
major job losses in the state. 
“ The gas company,” he said, 
“ has estim ated that up to 
700,000 people could be thrown 
out of work if we do not main­ 
tain our natural gas supplies.” 


Eastern cold air m ass 
cau se s pow er blackouts

temperatures plunging in the 
East, but accompanying storms 
caused flooding and power 
blackouts in several states.

Rebels capture Angolan 
town in fierce battle 


WINDHOEK. South West 
Africa (UPI) — Rebels have 
captured the Angolan town of 
Cuangar with a rocket and mor­ 
tar barrage that sent its govern­ 
ment defenders fleeing across a 
crocodile-infested river into 
South West Africa, officials 
said. 
About 400 refugees, including 
soldiers and supporters of 
Angola’s Marxist regime, had 
crossed the Kavango River by 
Thursday and some said the 
guerrillas killed civilians at 
random and destroyed entire 
villages after the attack 
Military officials near the 
border said about 100 Angolan 
troops were killed in a rocket,

W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Carter is promising 
to sign a bill to regulate strip 
mine operations The measure, 
which is now on his desk, is 
similar to those twice vetoed by 
Gerald Ford 
The bill, given final congres­ 
sional approval on a 325-68 
House vote Thursday, calls for 
standards for surface coal min­ 
ing and sets regulations for 
restoring the land after mining 
ceases 
The Department of Interior, 
in which a new office of Surface 
Mining Reclamation and En­ 
forcement would be created, 
would set standards to ensure 
mining operations are carried 
out “ in an environmentally ac­ 
ceptable fashion ” 
Additionally, coal operators 
would be required to restore the 
mined land to an “ approximate 
original contour,” meaning the 
large open pits left behind when 
operations end would have to be 
filled. 
Interim regulations would go 
into effect nine months after 
the bill becomes law, but coal 
operators producing 100,000 
tons or less a year would not 
have to comply with them for 18 
months States would have 34 
months to set up permanent 
regulations meeting minimum 
federal requirements 
The bill also se ts up a 
program to repair past dam­ 
ages from underground as well 
as surface mining, funded by a 
35-cent a ton fee on surface coal 
production and a 15-cent a ton 
fee on underground coal over a 
15-year period. 
The bill would also impose 


special criteria for mining 
prime agricultural lands and 
allow states to declare certain 
lands “ unsuitable” for surface 
mining 
Rep Morris Udall, D-Ariz., 
who led House efforts to get a 
strip mine bill for the past six 
years, said the measure is “ a 
good, strong, even-balanced bill 
that will permit accelerated 
mining of coal, but with en­ 
vironmental controls.” 
Rep Robert Bauman, R-Md., 
leading opposition to the 
m easure, predicted “ it will 
destroy small mining busines­ 
ses, violate states rights, in­ 
crease the federal bureaucracy 
at the taxpayers’ expense and 
in the long run result in a loss in 
total coal production.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The state Energy Commission 
has sent the legislature a 172-page report detailing the dif­ 
ficulties of developing nuclear power in California 
The report, issued Thursday, said budgets for federal 
nuclear waste management agencies have been increased by 
13 tim es in the last three years but the agencies are still fall­ 
ing behind their deadlines in establishing policy for storage 
or treatment of radioactive waste. 
The delays at the federal level could jeopardize nuclear 
development in California, the report said 
Confusion also has been created over President Carter's 
moves to cut off funds for reprocessing of spent nuclear fuel, 
the report said 
“The situation now is in a state of flux,” the report said. 
“The (Carter) administration has publicly supported a 
deferral of plutonium reprocessing but did not support 
legislation in Congress which would have mandated a 
reprocessing moratorium 
“ A witness from the State Department emphasized the 
reprocessing decision was not final; the policy is to pause 
and re-evaluate the U.S position before deciding whether to 
proceed with recycle.” 
There still may be alternatives if reprocessing of spent 
fuel is eliminated as a method of reducing nuclear wastes, 
the commission said But, it added, “ In this unsettled at­ 
mosphere. decisions on the introduction of alternate nuclear 
strategies will not be made soon or easily.” 
The report w as the first half of the com m ission’s duties un­ 
der two 1976 laws requiring the agency to determ ine if 
adequate reprocessing and nuclear w aste storage system s 
existed to perm it additional developm ent of nuclear power in 
California 
^ The Sierra Club heralded the report, saying it should “ lead 
(. aSifomians to seriously question the wisdom of siting new 
nuclear power plants within the next few years. 
What the commission found, in brief, is that federal 
agency and nuclear industry spokesmen raised m ore ques­ 
tions than they answ ered about their ability to fill existing 
gaps in the nuclear fuel cycle in the near future." the Sierra 
Club said in a statem ent 
The com m ission did not draw any conclusions from the 
(acts it gathered for the report during recent extensive hear­ 
ings 
But Com m issioner Gene Varanim called it the first in­ 
dependent review of nuclear w aste problem s “outside the 
W ashington establishm ent." 
This report will aid us in assuring that neither our 
utilities nor the state is left holding the bag with large 
am ounts of unreprocessed fuel or nuclear w aste choking the 
nuclear fuel cycle and im mobilizing billions of dollars of 
reacto rs." Varanini added

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Female sailors shouldn't 
fight says Navy secretary 


SAN DIEGO (U PI) - The 
Navy can make m ore use of 
women sailors but they should 
not fight in com bat, according 
to Navy Secretary W G raham 
Claytor J r 
“ I favor a change in the law 
and a gradual effort to utilize 
the capabilities of women in a 
wider range of assignm ents.” 
Claytor said Thursday, saying 
he thinks "the proper division 
line is between com bat and non­ 
com bat roles " 
“ I do not feel that women’s 
assignm ents should be extended 
to perm anent duty aboard com ­ 
bat ships,” he said, saying the 
presence of men and women on 
fighting ships would lead to dis­ 
cipline problem s 
Claytor. in a speech to the 
R otary Club, predicted the 
Tomahawk cruise m issile will 
become one of the principal 
Navy weapons for use against 
enemy ships in the 1980s 
‘‘We plan to te s t fire a 
Tomahawk soon from a sub­ 
m erged nuclear powered attack 
subm arine.” he said 
The Tomahawk, like the in­ 
tercontinental cruise missiles 
that played an im portant role in 
President C arter’s cancelation 
of d e p lo y m e n t of th e B1 
bomber, is a pilotless flying 


bomb that is supposed to be 
quite accurate 
G eneral Dynamics, builder of 
the Tomahawk 
already has 
conducted 22 test firings and 
the m issiles have been in the air 
for 17*2 hours, flying 7,500 
miles. 
There have been underw ater 
launching tests, and ground- 
launched flights, but no com ­ 
plete test flight fired from a 
subm erged subm arine 
Claytor com plained that a 
C ongressional co m m ittee is 
p reparing to cut funds for 
developm ent of the surface ef­ 
fect ship, which operates on the 
sam e air cushion principles as 
h o v ercraft, by 90 per cent, 
which he said would kill “ one of 
our most im portant advanced 
ship developm ent program s.” 


The volunteer m ilitary m an­ 
power policy is working, he 
said, but warned that “ piece­ 
m eal chopping away at m ilitary 
pay and benefits in the nam e of 
economy has a disastrous im ­ 
pact on recruiting and retaining 
good people " 


“ Life in m ilitary service to 
our nation m ust be an a ttra c ­ 
tive life where people can live 
with dignity and pride.” he 
said.

The state’s 55,000 attorneys 
were being polled by mail this 
week about the plan and the 
board of governors was to dis­ 
cuss the idea during a meeting 
next week in San Francisco 


A bill by Assemblyman John 
T 
Knox. D-Richmond, would 
create a liability fund operated 
by a public corporation under 
the judicial branch of the state 
government 
All attorneys ex­ 
cept government lawyers and 
corporate house counsels would 
be required to contribute to the 
fund. 


Beginning assessm ents would 
be $400 a year and contribu­ 
tion s w ould be in c r e a se d 
depending on how much money 
was paid from the fund each 
year for malpractice claim s 


to rape; 
— The U.S. Supreme Court’s 
ruling that death is too severe a 
punishment for rape; 
— And a ruling Wednesday by 
a three-judge panel of the 
California Court of Appeal 
overturning the conviction of a 
man charged with raping a 
hitchhiker. 
They “appear to be part of a 


nationwide backlash against 
women and the women’s move­ 
m ent which serio u sly un­ 
dermines gains that women 
have made in the past years,” 
she told a news conference. 
The ACLU of Southern 
California joined the attack on 
the decision, decrying it as ‘‘en­ 
couraging sexual assault on 
women hitchhikers.”

Fm HA notifies district 
of loan form acceptance 


The Farm ers Home Ad­ 
m inistration (F m H A ) has 
notified the Santa Ynez Com­ 
munity Services District that it 
will accept a formal application 
from the district for financial 
assistance in the amount of a 
$500,000 loan and a $750,000 
grant to construct a sanitary 
disposal system in the com­ 
munity. 
Action of the FmHA came 
following a meeting July 13 in 
Woodland at which represen­ 
tatives of the Santa Ynez 
District met with FmHA of­ 
ficials in an attempt to obtain 
funding for the sewer system 
project. 
For the past several years the 
district has been attempting to 
obtain state and federal aid in 
providing a sewer system, 
either on an independent basis 
or under a joint agreement with 
theSolvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District. 
The district has until Aug. 1 
to p rep are m ost of the 
paperwork required by the 
FmHA This material will be 
forwarded to the regional 
FmHA office in Arroyo Grande. 
A spokesman for the SYCSD 
said loan and grant funding via 
the FmHA opens up the pos­ 
sibility of front end financing 
which has not been made 
available to the district before. 
The possible new avenue of 
funding may also compensate 
for any loss of state contribu­ 
tions for construction, the dis-

Buellton retains tax rate 


Directors of the Buellton 
Community Services District 
agreed Wednesday night to re­ 
tain the present general fund 
tax rate at the current rate of $1 
per $100 of assessed valuation 
Board members were also in 
accord with a plan to develop an 
overall 1977-78 district budget 
based on the amount of funds 
which the $1 rate will produce. 
The overall tax rate for district 
property owners will be $1.22. 
which will include levies of 15 
cents to liquidate 1960 bonds 
funding improvements to the 
sanitary system; five cents for 
the 1963-1 bonds and two cents 
for the 1962-2 bonds for ad­ 
ditional improvements to the 
system. 


In other action, the board 
reduced the tax rate in the 
special lighting district from 
last year’s $1 27 to $1.17.

Bratz signs 
multi-year pact 


PHOENIX (U PI) - The Phoenix 
Suns have signed 6-foot-2 guard 
Mike Bratz of Stanford to a multi­ 
year, make-good contract.

He was a third- 
round pick in the NBA college draft, 
the 66th player chosen.

Bratz averaged 19.6 points and 
more than four assists per game for 
Stanford last season when he was 
named All Pacific 8. He holds Stan­ 
ford records for career, season and 
single game assists. His three-year 
college scoring average was 12.3 
points 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - Oakland 
Raider defensive back George Atkinson 
says his $2 million slander suit would 
have been avoided if Pittsburgh or coach 
Chuck Noll had retracted his words. 
Instead, Noll’s statement suggesting 
that Atkinson was part of a "criminal 
element” in the National Football 
League became the focus of a U.S. 
District Court trial. 
“ All of this could have been avoided,” 
Atkinson told U PI Thursday on the ninth 
day of the trial. “ All I wanted was a 
retraction. I wanted my name cleared.” 
Judge Samuel Conti said he would 
deliver his instructions to the jury today 
before the six members begin delibera­ 
tions. 
In Thursday’s concluding arguments, 
Willie Brown said in Atkinson’s behalf it 
was clear Noll wanted to eliminate 
Atkinson’s ability to earn a living in foot­ 
ball when he made his “ crim inal 
element” statement the day after the 
Raiders defeated the Steelers 31-28 in 
September 1976. 
In the last minutes of the game, 
Atkinson delivered a "hit” on Pittsburgh 
wide receiver Lynn Swann, who suffered 
a concussion 


“ Let them attach the label ’Dirty 
player’ to him, let them attach the label 
‘Cheap shot artist.’” Brown told the 
jury. “ He’ll take care of that on the foot­ 
ball field ... But only you can remove the 
label ‘Criminal element’ from him.” 
James Martin Maclnnis, the coach’s 


lawyer, countered that Atkinson brought 
all the trouble on himself by striking 
Swann, adding that Atkinson was no 
‘ vestal virgin’’ when he came into court 
and asked for damages for slander. 


Last month the Steelers filed a $1 
million countersuit against Atkinson, 
alleging he was part of a conspiracy to 
“ disable and intimidate” Swann 


The Steelers Thursday withdrew the 
countersuit and Conti dismissed it “ with 
prejudice,” meaning it can never be 
reinstated 


The final morning of testimony saw 
Raider co-owner A1 Davis take the stand 
and testify that he felt Atkinson’s trade 
value was “ severely damaged’’ by the 
publicity surrounding the Swann incident 
and Noll’s comments. 
“ In my opinion his playing career with 
the Oakland Raiders was shortened 
some two to three years without 
question,” Davis said.

NEW YORK (U P I) - “ Ninety per 
cent of the kids who come around here 
all the time are honest and decent, the 
kind who admire and respect the 
ballplayers. They really want their 
autographs. The other 10 per cent 
animals.” 
The man making the statement is 
New York City policeman assigned 
the area at Yankee Stadium where the 
players park their cars. For obvious 
reasons, he asks that his name not be 
used. 
It was in this parking lot area that 
Reggie Jackson ran into trouble the night 
of the All-Star game. 
The Yankee outfielder was accused of 
stomping on the hand of a 13-year-old boy 
after hearing insulting remarks made 
about his mother and the girl he was 
with, while he was signing autographs 
Jackson admits he chased after one boy 
but denies touching him. No formal 
charges were pressed against him 
because the boy who did suffer injuries 
to his hand said they were minor ones 
anyway. 
In his first official statement since the 
incident, Yankee owner George 
Steinbrenner said that after eliciting as 
many facts as he could, he wouldn’t 
blame Jackson if he never signed 
another autograph Maybe that’s a bit of 
overreaction, but he does have a point. 
First of ?U, Jackson did not provoke 
the trouble Indeed, he was doing all he 
could to sign as many autographs as he 
could. Jackson is highly accommodating 
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that way, more so in some respects than 
even the usually gracious Babe Ruth 
was. 
I asked Ruth once how many 
autographs he estimated he gave out in 
his lifetime and he said, “ more than a 
million.” I believe that. The kids never 
gave him a rest, nor did many grownups, 
and it reached a point where he had to 
develop some ploy in pure self defense 
When he’d come out to the ballpark 
before the game, he sometimes took one 
look at the huge gang of kids bearing 
down on him and he’d hold up those two 
big hands of his and say: 
“ Now wait a minute, fellas. I ’ll sign 
for all of you - AFTER the ball game.” 
Naturally, they’d be there waiting for 
him with their papers and pencils after 
the game. 
“ Only baseballs,” the Babe would 
boom, and you never heard so many kids 
groan all at once in your life. 
Jackson always signs as many 
autographs as he possibly can. 
On Tuesday night in the parking lot, 
one kid started it all by hollering at him! 
‘you stink." The kid was far enough 
away to feel secure. Jackson kept sign­ 
ing. 
Emboldened by getting away with 
what he said, this same kid then called 
out to Jackson again, using a phrase that 
couldn’t be printed in any family new­ 
spaper. 
Jackson heard him and the language 
bothered him, not because he had never 
heard it before, but because his family 
was with him and the kid was shouting an 
obscenity that would make any man’s 


composure fray somewhat around the 
edges. 
Some witnesses say Jackson smiled 
and answered back, which only an­ 
tagonized the kid and some of his 
cronies. 
They became more personal in their 
insults, zeroing in on the girl Jackson 
was with. That was when he is reported 
to have run after the youth who had 
started it all. 
One fan said later, “ For all the money 
they’re paying him, he should be able to 
take it.” 
I don’t buy that at all. Merely because 
a man is earning a great deal of money, 
as Jackson is, doesn’t give anyone the 
right to vilify him in public. 
Some of these “ autograph seekers” 
aren’t really looking for a ballplayer’s 
signature at all. What they’re looking for 
is blood. 
Joe DiMaggio was practically pinned 
against the wall by autograph seekers at 
Shea Stadium following the Mets’ Old 
Timers’ reunion last weekend. They 
pushed him, jostled him and nearly 
knocked him down. 
“ They asked me to sign,” he said, “ but 
they never let me do it.” 


Mickey Mantle says his wife, Merlin, 
cured him of asking for autographs. She 
was his girlfriend then and she asked 
Mickey to get the signature of Harry 
James, the band leader, after a dance in 
Oklahoma Mantle waited in line a long 
time for the autograph. 


That did it,” he says. “ I never asked 
for another one again.”

Elmstrom pointed to some national statistics From 1970-75, burglary was 
the second-fastest rising category (rape was first) of maior crime— up 47 per

The rate increase needn't continue, and households can play a major role 
in preventing further increase, and possibly bringing about a decrease in the rate 


One counter to burglaries is defensible housing 
he explained 
This 


means a dwelling— home or apartment— that the owner or occupant has equip­ 
ped with sound security devices." 


Elmstrom acknowledged that experts disagree on the values of various 
types of devices and other burglsry deterrents. 


The Chicago Police Department, for example, says half of all crimes in high- 
rise apartment buildings are due to inadequate locks 


On the other hand, in a recent survey only 5 per cent of Boston's convicted 
burglars said a good lock would deter them. 
Most of the burglars— 67 per cent— said the best crime deterrent was a 
full-time occupant in the home They listed signs of an alarm system as the 
second-best deterrent

"Although there is disagreement over the relative merits of security devices 
and other crime deterrents, nearly everyone recognizes that burglaries are on the 
rise " Elmstrom said 


Even those neighbors who can’t see your home from theirs may notice 
signs of trouble when they pass by 


— Use bars on windows, a common sight in some neighborhoods, especial­ 
ly in cities. Bars usually will keep burglars from entering a home or apartment, 
but may be illegal in some communities because they also can block fire escape 
routes

Procunier won’t comment 
on Ms. Harrington’s state­ 
ments. 
Ms. Harrington makes some 
rather serious charges that

d e s e r v e c o m m e n t from 
someone in the public’s in­ 
terest. 
The thrust of her 
charges involve nursing home 
operators and legislators. She 
claims pressure was put on 
her and the department by 
both parties. 
Perhaps Ms. Harrington was 
a bit rough in her examination 
of hospitals and nursing homes 
fo r 
c e r t i f i c a t i o n . 
Nevertheless, if she did un­ 
cover “numerous” violations 
of state and federal regula­ 
tions and nothing was done to 
correct same, certainly the 
public is the loser. If certain 
“pressures” were applied to 
look askance at violations, 
then, certainly, we enter the 
area of criminal liability. 
Governor Brown claims that 
Ms. Harrington’s reassign­ 
ment is not a “backing down” 
of nursing home regulation en­ 
forcement. 
He said enforce­ 
ment will intensify. 
Such statements certainly 
do not conform to Ms. 
Harrington’s explanation nor 
to Procunier’s silence. 


A will, a way 


Anybody who has been through a 
customs search knows that at times, the 
custom officials can be extrem ely 
thorough 
We doubt if any smuggling activity 
surprises them anymore although the 
methods of smuggling 
may. 
Alan Bernstein of 
the D epartm ent of 
Treasury has sent us 
some exampls of the 
strange rew ards of 
vigilance 
Here they 
are: 
Customs officers in 
Los Angeles seized 
60.000 gas masks and 
60.000 pairs of gas 
mask filters which had 
been packed and made 
ready for shipment to Panam a 
The 
masks had a value of $2.1 million. Imple­ 
ments of war may not be exported from 
the U S without licenses from the Office 
of Munitions Control 
Customs officers seized 58 pieces of 
handcarved furniture from a Vietnamese 
importer in Phoenix The goods, with a 
U S 
value of $19,835 were allegedly 
entered falsely as household goods and 
then put up for sale Household goods are 
duty free, but furniture entered for 
resale is not. 
How do you explain away $29,000 in 
cash to customs officers that discovered 
it tucked away in your girdle? The 
answer — you don’t Female customs of­ 
ficers in Los Angeles discovered the cash 
on a female traveler during an inspec­ 
tion The money was seized under a 1970 
law which requires travelers to report 
imports and exports of over $5,000 in 
monetary instruments 
What started out as an uphill walk — 
earth shoes — turned into an uphill battle 
for one young man arriving on a flight 
from Mexico. Customs officers in Miami 
discovered almost a pound of cocaine in 
the soles of the earth shoes The drugs, 
valued at nearly $217,000. were seized 


and the suspect arrested 
Customs agents in Laredo, Texas, 
along with agents from the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service arrested a Laredo, 
businessman when they discovered he 
had conspired to import the skin of a 
spotted leopard concealed inside an 
elephant’s foot trophy. The spotted 
leopard is protected under the En­ 
dangered Species Act. 
And this final puzzler, customs officers 
in Houston, Texas seized 22.176 straw 
hats, valued at $66,528 when they dis­ 
co v ered the h ats had not been 
m anifested and had been unladen 
without a permit from Customs 
Where there’s a will, there’s a way — 
maybe.

When we asked the question recently 
of where is Jimmy Hoffa. we received a 
call from Jack Fuller who had recently 
read a book entitled, “Grimaldi.” 
Grimaldi was a “ hit” man for the Mafia 
and he says in his book that Hoffa will 
never be found. He claims Hoffa’s body 
was put in a wreck of an old automobile 
and put into one of those compressors 
that converted the wrecked automobile 
to a one-by-one foot size. The little 
square of metal was then put in a 
smelter and that’s why you won’t find 
Jimmy Hoffa ... We were happy to meet 
Mayor Charlotte Benton’s sister visiting 
here from Germany this week ... Warn­ 
ing note: rattlesnakes will be more com­ 
mon than usual around here this summer 
because the drought is forcing them to 
move into areas where they can find food 
and shelter ... Ralph Rothrock, a jour­ 
nalism teacher at Lompoc High School 
approximately 15 years ago, visited us 
this week.

W ashington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson and Les Whitten 
'Human error' 


WASHINGTON - An ugly collection of 
weapons, packed in cartons labeled 
“books,” was shipped recently from the 
United States to the oil sheikdom of 
Qatar 
The boxes got as far as the London air­ 
port. where they were opened. Instead of 
textbooks for the 
University of Qatar, 
the astonished airport 
authorities found 12 
m achine guns: 50 
pistols and ammuni­ 
tion to fit them 
The British airport 
personnel immediate­ 
ly notified the U.S. 
C ustom s 
S erv ice, 
which alerted the 
State D epartm ent. 
Then the Transporta­ 
tion Department was 
brought into the case Now the incident 
has escalated into an international inci­ 
dent 
A State Department investigation 
quickly determined that the Qatar em­ 
bassy had arranged for all the proper 
licenses to ship the weapons to the 
sheikdom They were not intended, ap­ 
parently, to start a revolution or to 
mount a commando raid against Israel. 
The guns were supposed to be delivered 
as a routine shipment to the Qatar 
police. 
But the driver who hauled the cartons 
to the Dulles Intematioal Airport, it 
turned out. had previously shipped some 
books to the University of Qatar in 
similar cartons. When he was asked 
what the latest cartons contained, he in­ 
nocently answered: “ Books ” The 
cartons full of arms, therefore, were 
shipped out as books. 
The State Department, convinced that 
Qatar was not smuggling arms disguised 
as books, dismissed the case as “human 
error.” This should have ended the inci­ 
dent. 
But over at the Transportation Depart­ 
ment, the Hazardous Materials Office 
publishes an obscure newsletter. The 
editors somehow learned about the case 
of the lethal textbooks. So the newsletter 
reported tersely last month: 
“Embassy of Qatar ... offered ship­ 
ment of small arms and ammunition to 
air carrier which was described as 
‘books’ and was improperly marked, 
packed and labeled.” 
To the sensitive Arabs at the Qatar 
embassy, the throwaway newsletter 
looked like an official government 
publication. It appeared that the federal 
government, or at least the Hazardous 
Materials Office, was accusing the 
friendly little nation of Qatar of arms 
smuggling. 
“We tried to explain all this.” a furious 
spokesman told us. “We talked to the 
State Department, to the Customs. We 
are not smugglers!” 
The embassy is now considering what 
form its protest should take. 
Footnote: Our investigation indicates 
that just as Qatar made a “human 
error” in misstating the contents of the 
Berry’s World

cartons, so the Transportation Depart­ 
ment made a “human error” in not tell­ 
ing the full story of the incident. 
CORPORATE* PRESSURE - Two 
corporate giants. General Motors and 
Procter & Gamble, have used their 
economic clout to block the establish­ 
ment of the proposed Consumer Protec­ 
tion Agency. 


White House sources tell us that both 
companies threatened to withdraw 
business from Blue Cross unless the 
medical insurer softened its support of 
the consumer agency. Blue Cross insures 
approximately 750,000 General Motors 
workers and about 50,000 Procter & 
Gamble employes. 


President Carter has endorsed the 
Consumer Protection Agency, which 
would become the consumers’ official 
advocate in Washington. But many cor­ 
porations fear it would develop into a 
bureaucratic Ralph Nader that would 
constantly hound them. Business lob­ 
byists have been swarming over Capitol 
Hill, therefore, to oppose the creation of 
the new agency. 
But the Blue Cross Association, in 
behalf of its 84 million members, wrote a 
strong letter to President Carter on June 
1 supporting the proposed agency. “We 
do not look upon the Agency for Con­ 
sumer Advocacy as a potential op­ 
ponent,” declared the letter, “but as a 
partner in identifying consumer issues 
and meeting consumer needs.” 
We have checked out the next develop­ 
m ent carefu lly w ith trustw orthy 
sources. They say that Blue Cross ex-

ecutives heard from both General 
Motors and Procter & Gamble. 
According to these sources, General 
Motors threatened to withdraw some 
employes from Blue Cross insurance un­ 
less the association changed its tune. 
Procter & Gamble made a similar threat 
to invoke “economic sanctions” against 
Blue Cross, our sources say. 
Spokesm an for both com panies 
vigorously denied that General Motors 
or Procter & Gamble had threatened 
Blue Cross in any way. An official Blue 
Cross spokesman acknowledged that 
several corporations, including General 
Motors and Procter & Gamble, had 
protested the Blue Cross letter. But he 
also denied that any companies had 
threatened to withdraw business. 
Nevertheless, White House sources 
say that Washington representatives of 
Blue Cross called the White House con­ 
sumer office and tried to water down the 
June 1 letter 
A Blue Cross executive told the White 
l House sheepishly that the association 
was not supporting any particular bill. 
Yet the June 1 letter specifically men­ 
tioned the proposed Agency for Con­ 
sumer Advocacy. The executive also 
said the Association could not speak for 
its 84 million members. Yet the June 1 
letter em phasized the 84 m illion 
membership 
In the end. the Blue Cross official men­ 
tioned that the letter was being 
weakened to “ placate’’ corporate 
clients. He also confided that General 
Motors and Procter & Gam ble had 
threatened economic retaliation. 


Lacovara 


(Editor’s Note: William Buckley is on 
vacation). 
WASHINGTON - Philip Lacovara’s 
voice was calm and even over the tran­ 
satlantic line. His words were measured, 
his sentences perfectly composed — as 
when he argued before the Supreme 
Court two years ago for the surrender of 
Richard Nixon’s Watergate tapes. 
He laid out the story of his decision to 
resign as special counsel to the House 
Ethics Committee which has been going 
through the motions of investigating the 
Korean scandal since last December. 
“It was difficult, but inevitable,” he 
said from Bath, England, where he had 
been trying, vainly, to vacation with 
Madeleine, his wife and the mother of his 
eight children. They had gone to Bath 
because Madeleine is a medievalist who 
wished to see Bath’s Roman ruins It was 
their first trip to Europe, a belated 15th 
anniversary treat, long-promised and, as 
things turned out, untimely. 
There had always been a strain in his 
relationship with Chairman John J. 
Flynt, but the tension began to build in 
earnest in late June, when Flynt, a 
plump and clubbable veteran of the 
House, ordered him not to give certain 
recommendations to the committee. 
“I knew when I took this job,” said 
Lacovara, “that it would blow up in my 
face sooner or later My understanding 
was that I would be a special counsel, 
able to speak candidly. He thought my 
proper role was that of an employe, to 
speak when spoken to and to be silent 
when told to be.” 
During their pre-Fourth of July recess 
disagreement, Lacovara wanted to 
resign, but was talked out of it by 
members of the staff he had recruited to 
dig into the alleged misconduct of 
representatives who had taken money 
and trips from the Korean rice merchant 
and 
W ashington m an-about-town, 
Tongsun Park 
Last Wednesday, while he was in 
London looking into Park’s activities, 
Lacovara was informed by Peter 
Kreindler, another veteran of the 
Watergate Special Prosecutor’s force, 
that Flynt had told the committee, at its 
first meeting in five weeks, “that I was 
behaving like a spoiled brat — or 
something to that effect.” He was 
further told that Flynt was publicly 
questioning his expense accounts. 
“I called Flynt the next day to say that 
I regretted the accounts of a public con­ 
frontation between us and offered to 
return from Europe,” he reported. 
In quick succession, Lacovara heard 
over the phone that Flynt was question­ 
ing his accounts and had made a “per­ 
sonal attack” on him in an interview 
with the Atlanta Journal. Flynt called 
him “arrogant and self-serving ” Friday 
afternoon, Lacovara dic’ated his letter

He doesn’t expect a com­ 
parable “firestorm” to engulf the Ethics 
Committee. But he hopes that the special 
staff he recruited for the work that 
Congress obviously does not want to do 
will not engage in a beau geste and 
resign with him. He has urged them to 
stay on. 
He thinks the only way the country will 
get to the bottom of the Korean scandal 
is through the establishm ent of a 
“Warren-type” commission, one which 
would em ploy the “ considerable 
knowledge” of the 12 lawyers and in­ 
vestigators of the Ethics Committee 
staff He doubts that the Ethics Commit­ 
tee, with Flynt as chairman, could ever 
get the truth It’s not, he said with his 
wonted objectivity, that “ Flynt is affir­ 
matively trying to protect anyone — he 
just didn’t want to get involved in any 
awkwardness or hostility with the other 
members.” 
The congressional establishment will 
doubtless try to pass off Lacovara’s 
resignation as just another clash 
between a striving chief counsel and a 
status-conscious chairman, as in the 
case of the House Assassination Commit­ 
tee’s counsel, Richard Sprague, and 
Chairman Henry Gonzalez. Success of 
this maneuver is not assured Sprague 
was off-putting, flashy and lippy.

Queen of contests tells her secret

CINCINNATI - (N EA) - 
Compulsive coupon clippers 
and contest-enterers should 
heed the advice of a woman 
who’s made an art of winning 
contests. 
Be persistent and depend 
more on pluckiness than luck, 
advises the contesting pro. 
She says almost anyone will­ 
ing to work seriously at con­ 
testing can develop winning 
techniques. 
Eighty-one-year-old Mary 
Garner, a Cincinnati native 
who now lives in Florida, has 
won more than 1,000 contest 
prizes in the past 20 years. 
She’s won 13 color television 
sets, more than $5,000 in cash, 
a $2,500 boat, toasters, wall- 
to-wall carpeting, roller 
skates, world-wide vacation 
trips, rent for a year, 66 cans 
of dog food, and more. 
She gives away most of her 
winnings to her two sons, their 
children or her friends. 
“ 1 won a trip to Paris, 
France, which I gave to my 
son and his wife,” she said. 
“ They hadn’t been married 
long. That was from Virginia 
Slims,” said Mrs. Gamer, 
who has entered as many as 
500 contests a year. 


“ I won a trip to Jamaica in 
a sweepstakes, and I won a 
trip not long ago to Disney 
World. I won one to Hawaii 
once and carpeting for my 
son's home in Pittsburgh. 


“ I ’ve won many television 
sets, washers and dryers, 
electric stoves and bicycles. 
You name it and I ’ve won it — 
everything but a house,” she 
said. 


Mrs Gamer started enter­ 
ing contests years ago as a 
hobby and now it’s almost a 
full-time occupation for the 
Glendale-born widow. 
She publishes a monthly 


contest bulletin sent to more 
than 1,000 readers. She travels 
around the country to con­ 
testing conventions and club 
meetings. 
The National Contesters 
Association are a group of 
people whose hobby is winning 
contest money and prizes. 
They work hard at it by lear­ 
ning angles which most casual 
entrants don’t know. They 
meet to exchange ideas, ex­ 
periences and information on 
the contest circuit. 
The contests Mrs. Gamer 
enjoys most are those requir­ 
ing creativity — writing a 
slogan, jingle or essay, usual­ 
ly about a home or consumer 
product or creating a recipe. 
She looks disdainfully, 
however, at sweepstakes, 
even though she has entered 
many of them and won some. 
The difference between a con­ 


test and sweepstakes is that a 
contest 
involves s k ill; 
sweepstakes winners are ran­ 
domly selected. 
“ In the good old days, you 
used to be able to fill in a 
word, create a slogan or write 
something. It was more fun to 
win something that you felt 
you had actually earned,” she 
said. 
“ But when you enter a 
sweepstakes, you take your 
name and throw it in a box,” 
she lamented, leaving most of 
your fate to luck. 
With years of successful 
contesting experience behind 
her, Mrs. Gamer said her 
secret to success is a mixture 
of common sense, knowledge 
of the English language and 
mastery of some basic skills 
about contesting. 
“ The secret is writing what 
the contest sponsors want to 
hear,” said Mrs. Garner.

“ crocks” , glass, agate and 
two “ steelies.” 


C om m ies 
(com m on 
marbles) were made of clay, 
painted and sold very cheaply, 
usually 10 or 15 for a penny. 
Crocks (Crockery) were 
most often glazed blue or 
brown although some were 
white with colorful stripes. 
G la ss 
m arb les 
lend 
themselves to a variety of 
color and design Many were 
made with clear glass en­ 
casing a figure in the center 
or with colorful swirls. Others 
were of opaque glass, streak­ 
ed with-one or more colors. 
The agates are hard to find 
and not always true. Most 
were made in Saxony, Ger­ 
many. One-inch blocks of 
stone were cut and ground, 200 
at a time to produce the 
desired “ aggies” . 
No one seems to have 
recorded the origin of marbles 
but they can be traced back to 


ancient Egypt and Rome. In 
our land, marbles have been 
found in the diggings of the 
Mound Builders. 


The first handmade glass 
marbles were probably made 
by Venetian glass blowers. 
Later, Bavarian glass blowers 
added the decorative spirals 
of color which made the 
spheres an object of beauty. 
Large glass marbles were 
produced in Germany during 
the 19th century. 


In fact, Europe controlled 
the marble market prior to 
1914. But with the advent of 
World War I, production was 
curtailed and the United 
States took the lead in 
m anufacturing 
m arbles, 
producing both glass and clay 
spheres. 


By far, glass marbles are 
the most common, being more 
durable and produced in 
greater quantity. But among 
the assortment in the jar you 
will find marbles of alabaster, 
wood and even one ground 
from a pebble. 


It’s possible to find collec­ 
table marbles today, but most 
of them will not be very old, 
nor will you find many in 
“ mint” condition. By their 
nature, marbles were meant 
to be used and in the hands of 
young boys, their treatment 
was often rough. So most 
marbles you find w ill be 
scratched, gouged or chipped. 
You should be aware that 
marbles are for more than 
just children’s games They 
are a very desirable collec­ 
tor’s item

Claims 'watchdogs' speak only for themselves 
Pollster: Naderites betray public 


by 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Almost from the day Ralph 
Nader popularized consumer 
advocacy a decade ago, the 
activism has been condemned 
by corporate captains Now, 
however, such criticism is 
s p r e a d i n g . C o n s u m e r s 
themselves are increasingly 
questioning both the worth 
and the goals of the consumer 
protection movement. 
Some of the worry is related 
to the sheer power the ac­ 
tivists have acquired. Nader 
alone is responsible for many 
new federal laws, from auto 
safety to the Wholesale Meat 
Act Often the laws — such as 
the regulation requiring seat 
belts — have been unpopular 
with and costly for the very 
people they were designed to 
assist 
Also, there is criticism of 
the single mindedness of con- 
s u mer adv oc at es . When 
citizen groups lobbied for unit 
pricing labels on supermarket 
goods a few years ago, they 
were shown clearly that the 
labeling would be so confusing 


as to be worthless. They in­ 
sisted anyway. Today unit 
price labels are understood by 
practically no one. 
But the chief rap against the 
Nader-type forces is that they 
are arrogant to assume that 
they speak for the “public in­ 
terest.” What is the public in­ 
terest? Who really speaks for 
the consumer, black, white, 
young, old, rich, poor7 The 
emerging idea is that only the 
consumer speaks for the con­ 
sumer, and in a legion of 
voices. 
Championing this idea is 
psychologist Joe Smith, 47 He 
is president of Oxtoby-Smith, 
I nc., c o n s u m e r s u r v e y 
specialists since Ralph Nader 
was a pup. Smith’s pollsters 
have tapped the public mind 
on attitudes ranging from 
offshore oil to the frustrations 
of air travel “and I’ve learned 
one thing: the public usually 
arrives at sound decisions.” 
At tim es, the consumer 
decisions may parallel the 
thoughts of consumer ac­ 
tivists. When TWA worried

about slow air business a few 
years ago, its officers con­ 
sidered installing new frills to 
lure passengers; after survey­ 
ing passengers, however. 
Smith found that ordinary on­ 
board luggage service — a 
Naderite solution — was far 
more necessary 
Other times the consumer 
surveys are at loggerheads 
with 
activist philosophy. 
Smith tells of an extensive 
opinion sampling that in­ 
dicates East Coast residents 
favor offshore oil exploration 
Smith says those polled have 
many arguments with the oil 
i ndustry, especially as 
regards gouging, but 70 per 
cent vote for offshore drilling 
anyway. 
This positive offshore oil at­ 
titude is, of course, precisely 
opposite to what consumer ad­ 
vocates believe is the case 
Smith says this is because the 
advocates are either misin­ 
formed, or fudging More like­ 
ly it is the former. Smith says 
many advocates spend too 
much of their time looking at 
their own belly buttons 
“ I don’t want to knock 
Ralph Nader, or people like 
him I think they have done 
g r e at things 
But they 
sometimes fall victim to the 
same kind of irrationality 
they condemn in the business 
world. They replace reason 
with passion. And since they 
are all tuned in to the same 
antenna, they feel they are 
right irrespective of the 
facts.” 
Smith adds that it's not that 
Naderites are malicious or in­ 
sincere, but that they are too 
often wrong 
Besides this, 
Smith says they have become 
burdened with vested in­ 
terests. For example, it would 
have been wise for advocates 
to admit the mistake of unit 
pricing labels, “ but they felt 
their credibility was riding on 
the issue ” 
Given a stubborn industrial 
position, then, and an equally 
stubborn one by monopolistic 
consumer advocates. Smith 
says everybody loses 
He 
believes this kind of adver­ 
sary system produces little 
else save lies, intimidation

ACCORDING TO SMITH, it s not that 
Naderites are malicious or insincere. 
Simply, they are too often wrong 
because they are burdened with a 
vested interest in proving their own 
credibility. 


and eventually chaos The no­ 
tion of consumer protection is 
lost in the fight over power 
and influence. 
According to Smith, the 
better way would be for both 
sides to go to the consumers 
directly. Through polls and 
surveys. Smith insists people 
are perfectly capable of 
weighing problems and deter­ 
mining solutions Indeed, he 
s a y s , 
h a v i n g 
b e c o m e 
suspicious of consumer ad­ 
vocates, 
many consumers 
want more and more to speak 
for themselves. 
For their part, the con­ 
sumer activists have their 
own suspicions about attitude 
surveys 
Smith is regularly 
accused of being merely a 
hired gun. Regarding the 
offshore oil poll, for one thing, 
the Nader forces sneer that it 
was paid for by the American 
Petroleum Institute, so it 
could be expected to be 
favorable to the industry. 
Does Smith manipulate his 
polls7 He swears not 
“The 
best way I can serve an 
employer it to tell him exactly 
what the consumers are think­ 
ing; otherwise, in the long run 
I’ve screwed him,” What's 
more, Smith adds, polling is 
competitive, “so if my results 
are far out of line with other 
results, my business is dead.” 
But Smith says the best 
check on survey honesty is for 
both sides to survey 
Done 
legitimately, by 
reputable 
pollsters, the results may 
very well devastate one side 
or the other; but Smith 
believes that the consumer, 
the chap on the bottom line of 
all the squabbling, will in the 
overall be better served and 
protected.

Getting over gout 


by Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB — I am 
getting over a fight with that 
devil gout. I’ve never had such 
an awful time in my 80 years 
— thank God! I can put my 
pants on now and walk some 
It has been two weeks since 
the attack started. 
Is there anything I can take 
to purify the blood? Some say 
cream of tartar. I am taking a 
medicine called Colbenemid. I 
was in awful shape for a while 
— couldn’t even get my pants 
on or off. 
I drink lots of water. I think 
lots of water can help get the 
gout poison out of my body. 
DEAR REA D ER - I’m 
glad you are better. Anyone 
who has had one or more 
acute attacks of gout should 
be on some form of preventive 
treatment. The idea is to pre­ 
vent forming uric acid salts in 
the body. And drinking water 
is a good idea because it helps 
decrease the possibility of 
kidney stones and kidney 
damage. 
Things have changed a lot in 
the treatment of gout in the 
past several years. The diet is 
important but not so impor­ 
tant as it was before we had 
some 
of 
our 
current 
medicines. I am sending you 
The Health Letter number 2-3, 
Gout, Uric Acid to give you a 
better picture of gout and 
what can be done about it. 
Others who want this informa- 
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No n eed 
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Escape with a Beeper! 
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tion can send 50 cents with a 
long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope for it, to Post Office 
Box 1551, Radio City Station, 
New York, NY 10019. If you 
are overweight you are better 
off to reduce but it should be 
gradual since crash diets or 
too rapid weight loss can 
cause an attack of gout. 
The medicine you are taking 
is a combination of colchicine, 
a medicine that has been 
around for a long time (it is 
used to treat the acute attack 
and it is very effective), and 
Benemid (used to help the 
kidneys flush out the excess 
uric acid). Usually Benemid 
is not used during the acute at­ 
tack nor is the combination 
medicine. 


One of the newer medicines 
is Zyloprim (allopurionl). It 
acts on the body cells to keep 
them from producing too 
much uric acid. When it works 
and has no side effects it is the 
best preventive approach 1 
know. 


In gout the normal cell 
mechanisms to form new cells 
and regenerate the body goes 
awry. The person’s own body 
produces too much uric acid. 
That is why diet is of limited 
usefulness. The problem is not 
so much in what a person eats 
as who his parents were. So 
the old picture of the gout suf­ 
ferer who is fat and over in­ 
dulges in food and liquor is not 
really true. Many thin people 
also have gout. 
Men are more prone to have 
gouty arthritis than women. 
Only about 10 per cent of the 
women with high uric acid 
levels also develop painful 
gout. 
In addition to the painful 
episodes like you have ex­ 
perienced a person can slowly 
develop gouty arthritis. This 
can lead to major deformities 
of the joints and it too cap be 
prevented with proper preven­ 
tive treatment. Any one who 
has gout should be followed 
regularly and treated suf­ 
ficiently to keep the uric acid 


level down. You will get some 
more hints about living 
patterns and managing gout 
from The Health'Letter I am 
sending you. Cream of tartar 
will not help.

Did you ever drop an anvil or 
do something else that damaged 
a place on your hardwood flow? 
Whatever the cause, you have a 
single board in the floor that is 
ruined. Rather than rip up the 
entire floor, you can remove 
and replace just that one board. 
However, it’s not just a matter 
of prying up the board and 
putting in a new one, because 
these boards are tongue and 
groove, which means they are 
locked in place. To remove, you 
need a circular saw with the 
blade set to the exact thickness 
of the flooring. Start as near to 
the end of the bad board as 
possible and cut a line the long 
way down the middle to the 
LIP R E M O V E D 


other end. Next drill at each end 
of this cut to sever the small 
piece still joined. You can now 
pry up the two halves. How do 
you get a new piece in? Simple. 
Just cut off the lower lip of the 
groove, with the circular saw 
set to a lesser depth and the new 
board will lie in place atop the 


tongue on the adjacent board. 
Countersunk nails finish the job. 
Next time be careful where you 
drop your anvil.

Dear Al: 
Here is a better idea. Most 
glass desk or table tops are next 
to impossible to get up if they 
are flat against the top of the 
piece of furniture. However, the 
solution most people use is to 
place felt tabs between tie glass 
and the furniture. They look 
bad. However, scraps of veneer 
to match the wood won’t show at 
all and provide that tiny bit of 
space so the glass doesn’t at­ 
tach itself to the top. — J. J. E. 
I just let the plumber’s friend 
help. The rubber suction cup 
grabs the glass, and you can 
pick it up by the handle.

Dear Super Al: 
You recently told of a trick to 
help getting screen taut when 
rescreening a window. Here’s 
another way. Butt the ends of 
two wooden frames together. 
Under the far end of one, place a 
2”x4”. This elevates that end. 
Now staple the end of the roll of 


screen to that end of the frame 
and stretch it to the far end of 
the other frame and staple it 
there. When the 2”x4” is 
removed, the frame will lie 
down flat, stretching the screen 
taut. Now staple the screen to 
the proper places in the middle 
and cut the two frames apart, 
staple the sides, replace the 
molding, and you have a good 
tight new screen. — E,B.

A SUPER HINT - One of the 
first little tricks I learned when 
I was building my very first 
fence was a way to prevent the 
boards from splitting each time 
I drove in a nail.

Your dress will be 
lovely, and you will hardly be 
able to notice the color 
difference.

Mind your money 
Buying burglar alarms 
by Peter Weaver 
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It 
usually takes just one or two 
heavy-handed b u rg laries in a 
neighborhood or apartment building 
to set off a spate of burglar alarm 
purchases. 
People are frightened by the 
thought of someone entering their 
home, especially when they’re sleep­ 
ing, and they rush out to buy a burglar 
alarm. 
Burglar alarms installed by a com­ 
pany are not cheap They range from 
$750 to $1,500 for a house and from 
$350 to $750 for an apartment 
More 
exotic alarms that call a security 
guard or the police through a ‘’silent” 
wire are more expensive, ranging 
from $30 to $50 a month to lease 


According to Myril Zion, a national­ 
ly known security consultant in New 
York, you can get a “ very effective” 
do-it-yourself alarm kit made by 
Master Lock Company. The kit costs 
around $100 for the average-sized 
house and around $75 for the average 
apartment (slightly more for bigger 
houses and apartments). 


You get magnetic switches for win­ 
dows and doors. They’re easy to in­ 
stall with a screwdriver. When the 
switch is pulled by a window or door 
opening, the alarm goes off. You get 
wire to attach the switches to a con­ 
trol panel and alarm horn or siren. A 
key installed outside your home 
“arms” the alarm when you leave. 


The same company makes an alarm 
called Ultra-Son which you can also 
easily install yourself. Just plug it in 
at a spot in your home where a 
burglar would have to pass and the 
breaking of an ultrasonic beam sets if 
off. The cost is $190 ($25 extra for ex­ 
tra, remote alarm s). 
Ultra-Son 
remote alarm horns can be placed up­ 
stairs or even in a neighbor’s home (if 
the home is on the same electricity 
grid). 


For a brochure on how these do-it- 
yourself alarms work and the name of 
the nearest dealer, write:

You may not want to fuss with in­ 
stalling your own burglar alarm or 
you may have a home that contains 
valuable paintings or other items that 


need more protection. You may live 
off the beaten trail and need an alarm 
that sounds at a security company of­ 
fice so the police can be called. 
One of the easiest systems for a 
company to install is one that uses 


wireless transmitters to connect win­ 
dow and door switches to a central 
control 
and horn. 
R o llin s , 
Westinghouse and several local com­ 
panies install these systems 
They 
cost from $750 to $1,500 and you can 
take the equipment with you when you 
move. 


More common is the wired system 
that requires concealed wires running 
from door and window switches to 
your control panel. 
This requires 
more installation work and tends to 
cost more — from $900 to $1,800. But 
it’s a stable system with less to go 
wrong. Such national companies as 
Honeywell, 
Am erican D istrict 
Telegraph (ADT), Wells Fargo and 


Bums install these. 
So do many 
reputable, local companies. 
Check 
names with your police and Better 
Business Bureau. 


If you want an alarm that goes to a 
security company operator so the 
police can be called, you pay much 
more. But people who live in out-of- 
the-way places or have heavy 
valuables might feel it’s worth it. 
ADT and Holmes install and lease 
these systems as well as some local 
companies. 


There are all sorts of devices that 
“ sense” the movement or presence of 
burglars in a home but they tend to 
cause false alarms in an active family 
(dogs and kids).

WALL-TO-WALL OR ROOM SIZE? 
What type of carpet is best for you?

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Whenever you’re underneath the 
car and are replacing or working on 
the exhaust system, wear goggles. 
That can save you a trip to the 
opthalmologist to get a piece of rust 
removed from your eye. 
Exhaust 
systems are notorious for corrosion. 
When you start jiggling the system, 
rust naturally falls down on you, and 
sometimes in your eyes if they aren’t 
covered. 


finger or wrist can also result in an 
electrical burn if you touch it against 
some electrical contact under the 
hood. 


Along this same line, don’t wear a 
tie or other clothing that can snag 
itself in the engine. Entangling your 
necktie in rotating pulleys or fan 
blades is like hurling yourself into a 
meat grinder. 


Any time you must elevate the car 
to crawl under it, use jack stands to 
hold the car up. 
Relying on only a 
bumper jack can result in serious in­ 
jury if the jack slips while you’re un­ 
derneath the car. 


If you have a choice, let the car cool 
down before you work on it — es­ 
pecially if you’ll be working in the 
engine compartment. 
Accidentally 
touching a hot exhaust manifold can 
give you a bum you won’t soon forget. 


When the engine is running, stay 
clear of the fan. Many cars have a 
metal or plastic shroud in front of the 
engine to deter accidental touching of 
the fan. But don’t depend on that. Any 
time you’ve got the hood raised on a 
running engine, remember that the 
fan is turning. 
There are plenty of 
mechanics with missing fingers who 
didn’t. 


Don’t w ear rin gs, b racelets, 
necklaces, wrist watches or other 
jewelry when working on your car, es­ 
pecially when working in the engine 
compartment. 
They can snag on 
other parts, perhaps retaining your 
finger, arm or neck in a place you 
would prefer it not to be — such as 
against a hot manifold or against a 
rotating fan. 


When you’re working on the car, 
don’t leave the key in the ignition 
switch. 
That way, nobody will ac­ 
cidentally start up the engine, which 
could be serious if you were, say, just 
slipping a new belt over a pulley. 


There’s not a lot a layman can or 
should do with the air conditioning 
system. What can be done we’ll dis­ 
cuss in future columns. But if you are 
not knowledgeable about that system, 
leave it alone.

always wear goggles. I know pros who 
don’t. And I know of blind pros who 
didn’t. If refrigerant hits your eyes, 
it can be goodbye vision. Goggles are 
much less of a hassle than a seeing- 
eye dog. 


If you must remove the radiator 
cap, wait until the engine cools. 
Escaping hot coolant and steam may 
bum you if you try to remove the cap 
while the engine is hot. 


When removing battery cables, 
first remove the ground cable from 
the battery. That prevents accidental 
sparks. 
When replacing the cables, 
replace the ground cable last. 
On 
American-made cars, the ground 
cable is the one marked with a (-) 
sign. 


After handling battery caps, wash 
your hands with soap and water to get 
rid of any battery acid which may be 
present. 
Don’t rub your eyes with 
your fingers until your hands are 
washed. And don’t lay battery caps 
on a painted fender — the acid can 
ruin the paint. 


When painting any part of your car, 
make sure the work area is well ven­ 
tilated. When I was a kid, I dragged a 
couple of unconscious buddies out of a 
small unventilated garage where they 
were painting their car. If someone 
hadn’t happened along, they would 
have died. 


Same thing goes for running a car in 
an enclosed area. Unless the auto ex­ 
haust is vented to the outside, don't 
start the car up. 
Carbon monoxide 
kills. 


When washing parts, don’t use gas­ 
oline — it’s highly flammable. 
Use 
only solvent designed for cleaning 
parts. 
Solvent is available at auto 
parts stores and hardware stores. 
Never smoke while working on your 
car; no use inviting trouble.

For adventures: busing through Brazil 


At a time when a Holiday Inn has 
risen in the sleepy Peruvian town of 
Iquitos, when Master Charge is ac­ 
ceptable in the hill stations of 
Malaysia and the martini has been in­ 
troduced to Odessa, is there anything 
left for the adventuresome explorer? 
Well, yes. If you’re as unflappable 
as an ox and a little crazy in the head, 
you can try seeing Brazil by bus. 
On the grounds that you don’t take 
in much of the country when you 
merely fly over it in a jet, busing 
through Brazil has appeal. Tliere are, 
however, several large flies in this 
ointment. 
For one thing, the maps you see all 
lie. 
Once there, you quickly learn 
that the real Brazil has to be at least 
four times larger. For starters, con­ 
sider that this is a country with an 
island that all by itself is bigger than 
Belgium and that to fly from North to 
South takes about twice as long as it 
takes from New York to Miami. Add 
the fact that there are stretches that 
are still unexplored and boundary 
lines that are still unmarked and the 
truth becomes clear: 
one or more 
cartographers must have had some 
wild days at the drawing board. 
So never mind. To “ see” an entire 
country can only be a figurative ex­ 
pression in any case. I knew that. 
What I didn’t know — and couldn’t 
find out in the U.S. — was how 
Brazil’s bus system operates, where 
it operates and when. 
That’s probably because there is no 
one system. What exists, however, 
are some exceptionally good value 
buses, and I took one, finally, from 
Rio de Janeiro to Sao Paulo. 
The trip started with good vibra­ 


tions. There was a blur of people in 
motion at the Rio terminal but they 
moved at a cheery, “just looking” 
pace like crowds at an amusement 
park rather than meeting in shoulder- 
to-shoulder combat as they do in most 
metropolitan transportation ter­ 
minals. 
Even the man at the Informaciones 
desk smoothed my path. 
He 
answered my question (“ Cometa 
Line?” ) 
with his own question 
(“Ticket?” ) and when I nodded yes, 
pointed upstairs. There a ticketseller 
behind a sign reading “ Sao Paulo 
12:30” spied me coming toward him, 
waved a ticket and indicated I should 
move faster. It was, I saw, 12:25. I 
paid rapidly, then followed his sign- 
language directions to the bus. 
A 
handler stashed my suitcase in the 
baggage compartment and gave me a 
claim check. Minutes later we were 
off. 
For the most part, the scenery 
between Rio and Sao Paulo is high 
drama, Colorado with palm trees. 
A swiftly moving river ran beside 
us awhile, and the hilly terrain made 
the broad asphalt highway look like a 
triumph of engineering over nature. 
About midway in our six-hour ride, 
there was a rest break at a sprawling 
restaurant-gas station-gift shop com­ 
plex that resembled a Howard John­ 
son’s liberated by gluttonous good- 
food addicts. For some reason, 
everything tasted like what it was 
supposed to be. 
On the list were 
freshly squeezed tropical fruit juices, 
rich exotic ice creams and flaky 
pastries, plus a 60-cent ham sandwich 
guaranted to boggle the North 
American mind. The waitress stop­ 


ped making it only when the thickness 
of the ham outdid the thickness of the 
crusty bread. 
A super-clean restroom was at­ 
tended by a woman who supplied 
terry-cloth towels in return for a tip 
of one cruzeiro (less than 10 cents). 
The bus, took was well-equipped, with 
34 well-padded seats, each slightly 
larger than its airline counterpart and 
capable of being reclined to an even 
greater degree. There was a lavatory 
at the rear and curtains at all win­ 
dows to screen out the sun. 
Moreover, the price was right: less 
than $6 for the trip. 
Dig hard and you’ll discover that 
there are similar bus-riding pos­ 
sibilities between most of Brazil's 
largest cities (with some major ex­ 
ceptions in the underdeveloped 
central and Amazon areas), many 
with several departures daily. 
Between Brasilia, the working 
capital, and Rio, the fun capital, there 
are at least half a dozen. 
There are no giant, go-everywhere 
lines like Greyhound. 
A name to 
remember, though, is Iapermarin, 
Brazil’s largest and usually most lux­ 
urious line, which operates in roughly 
seven states in the southern and 
eastern parts of the country. 
Usually there are two competing 
firms operating between each city 
pair, but heavy help you when you go 
to find out about them. In Belem they 
can tell you about buses to Fortaleza 
but not a word about buses from For­ 
taleza south. In Brasilia they have 
the news on buses to Rio but not on 
buses from Rio to Recife. 
What this means, of course, is that 
it’s difficult if not impossible to

arrange space or be ticketed beyond 
your starting point. If you can’t learn 
what’s moving when, you obviously 
can’t plot a program that insures the 
onward connections you want. 
The nearest I could come to any 
schedule news at all was “ The South 
American Handbook,” an essential 
work even for area travelers who 
wouldn’t dream of venturing beyond 
the strands of Ipenema Beach. While 
far better than a sharp stick in the 
eye, it’s still not Everything You 
Need to Know. 
The most important thing to know, 
though, is that all services are 
“direct” between the two named 
points, meaning stopovers are out 
because there’s unlikely to be alter­ 
native service between “ minor” 
cities and no reboarding is allowed on 
the “ through” service.

Plants in the home... 


Growing plants in seashells and found containers 
by Elvin McDonald 


I keep hearing people say, “ She 
sells seashells by the seashore” 
(which is as hard to type as it is to 
say), but nobody seems to know ex­ 
actly who “ she” is. Well, I’d like to 
know because I’m just back from a 
week s vacation at the shore and I’d 
like to get in touch with her. 
I’ve 
decided that beachcombing would be 
a great way to earn a living and right 
now the fringe benefits sound a lot 
more exciting than stock options. 
Meanwhile, unless “ she” reads this 
and offers me a job, I’ll try to content 
myself by turning shells, volcanic 
rocks and pieces of driftwood into 
pots for some of my favorite small

plants. If I can just keep the sand out 
of my typew riter, I m ay even 
readjust to life in these concrete ca­ 
nyons. 


Low tide is usually the best time to 
find the most shells in mint condition. 
Since these often contain a live 
creature, I follow this procedure to 
clean them: 


Place shells of similar size in a 
piece of stainless steel or enamel 
cookware and cover with cold water; 
bring to a boil. Simmer small shells 
two to five minutes, very large ones 
up to 15. Remove from heat and as 
soon as the water is cool enough for 
you to put your hands in it, proceed to 
clean out each shell. For this you can 
use a variety of household items such 
as a small crochet hook, long hairpin, 
tweezers, or nut pick. 


After cleaning each shell, rinse it in 
cool running water. If any residue re­ 
mains, you can probably remove it 
with a stiff toothbrush. Some shells 
have calcareous deposits that may 
have to be chipped off by using the 
blade tip of a pocket knife. 
Now the shell is ready to be used as 
a planter. The ones I use vary from 
two-inch turban shells up to eight-inch 
conches, with all kinds and sizes in- 
between. 
Generally speaking, any 
shell that will hold a minimum of a 
quarter cup of growing medium is 
large enough to serve as home for a 
plant.

Some seashell gardeners drill a 
drainage hole in the bottom of the 
shell before planting, but I prefer to 
skip this step, which I find tricky at 
best. 
I vary the type soil mix, 
depending on the plant. 
For 
miniature bromeliads such as tilland- 
sias and cryptanthus, I simply wrap 
the roots in a handful of moistened un­ 
milled sphagnum moss and tuck all 
into the shell. 


For miniature and small-growing 
leafy or jungle plants such as sin- 
ningias 
(thum b-size gloxinias), 
African violets, Germany ivy, dwarf 
English ivy and spider plant babies I 
use a mixture of equal parts potting 
soil, sphagnum peat moss, and ver- 
miculite, with a dusting of hor­ 
ticultural charcoal chips. 


To grow cacti and other succulents 
from the desert in shells, I use a mix­ 
ture of two parts clean, sharp sand 
(builder’s sand, not sand from the 
seashore) to one each of sphagnum 
peat moss and potting soil, plus a 
dusting of dolomitic limestone. 


Once a shell is planted, success de­ 
pends almost entirely on providing 
suitable light, either natural or 
fluorescent, and keeping the growing 
medium nicely moist all the time 
Sphagnum moss plantings are the 
easiest to moisten; simply dunk them 
in water twice a week, allow to soak 
five minutes, remove and drain off 
any excess, then return to the grow­ 
ing area 


To moisten seashell plantings in 
jungle or desert soil mixes, apply 
w ater from the top. but gently so as to 
allow it to soak in. Large shell con­ 
tainers can be watered very much the 
same as other potted plants, but for 
the really small ones you may find it 
works better to apply the water with 
an eye-dropper or from a tablespoon 
The only problem I find with shell 
gardens is that the growing medium 
dries out rapidly and therefore 
requires frequent attention 


Individual shell plantings can be 
enjoyed on a table or in a window-sill 
arrangement. 
Or you can group 
several small shells in one sizable 
tray or clay pot saucer filled with 
clean sand or pebbles to serve as a 
natural base. If the plants are small 
tropicals that need high humidity, 
miniature gloxinias for example, try 
grouping the shells on a little desert- 
scape of sand inside a terrarium 


Small pieces of driftwood and hunks 
of volcanic rock can be turned into 
homes for plants in very much the 
same way as shells. The difference 
lies mostly in the hunt; look for in­ 
terestingly shaped pieces of wood or 
rock that already contain one or more 
hollowed-out places which can serve 
as planting pockets for soil and roots. 
Once planted, these can be displayed 
on a waterproof tray or shallow bowl 
of pebbles or sand, very much the 
same as shells. 


HOUSE CALL 
Q 
E arly in the sea so n my 
caladiums grew lots of beautifully 
colored leaves, but now there are 
m ostly buds that turn into un­ 
interesting flowers. Is this normal? 
A. 
Yes, but you can encourage 
more leaf growth by pinching off the 
flower buds as soon as they emerge 
near the base of the plant. 
Q 
My tuberous begonias have set 


lots of buds, but just before they 
should open into flowers they turn 
brown at the base and fall off. What’s 
wrong? 
A Probably too much heat and not 
enough moisture in the soil and in the 
atmosphere 
Water often enough to 
keep the growing medium evenly 
moist and when the first hint of cooler 
fall weather arrives the new buds 
should mature into beautiful flowers. 
Q Is there a special trick to remov­ 
ing cactus spines from one’s hands? 
A Yes and no. 
Relatively large 
spines or thorns can be removed the 
same as a splinter, using a needly that 
has been sterilized by dipping in 
denatured alcohol. The tiny, almost 
invisible golchids that occur on many 
of the opuntias or prickly-pear cacti 
are better “lifted” from the skin by 
ysing a piece of transparent adhesive 
tape. 
Q. What causes the leaf tips of my 
gardenia to turn black? 
A 
A hot dry atmosphere and soil 
allowed to become too dry between 
waterings. 
Q Is it possible to grow coffee as a 
house plant? 
A 
Yes, but I don’t think you’ll be 
able to harvest enough beans to grind 
your own coffee. The coffee tree is a 
first cousin of the gardenia and 
requires the same care.
